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FORT ERIE OPENS mt:{\KILMER YEARLINGS SELL MUDDY TRACK AT SARATOGA 



TWENTY-TWO YOUNGSTERS BRING f42,600 AT AUC- 
TION— J. K. L. ROSS PAYS TOP PRICE OF 
fe.OOO FOR ASSAGAI—ST. FEY COLT 



SARATOGA, N. Y., August 10. — Twenty-two yearlings sold for the account of W. S. Kilmer 1 
by the Fasig-Tipton Company at its sales mart Monday night aggregatet* a total of $42,600 
— an average of $1,936.36. As at the previous sales here,, the choicer appearing specimens were 
in demand and elicited spirited bidding. The star of the sale was the Assagai — St. Fey colt, 
which H. G. Bedwell, acting for Commander J. K. L. Ross, secured at a cost of $6,000. G. W. 
Loft had to contend with many others for possession of the colt by Magic — Royal Quest, but 
ultimately got him for $5,100. The colt by A.ssagai — Contessina was set ured by S. D. Riddle 
/or $3,700. After his sale, Mr. Kilmer stated that he had turned down an offer of $15,000 for 
him last spring. 

The youngsters were all good lookers, built on substantial lines, and of pronounced English 
lineage. Their sires included Allumeur, a stake winner in France; Assagai, Magic and Cock o’ 
ihe Walk. They were bred at Sun Briar Court and after weaning time were shipped to Remlik 
Hall in Virginia. 

In addition to the yearling.s, Mr. Kilmer disposed of several brood mares, including Caris- 
brooke Castle and Anecdote. Both mares had weanling colts at side, ihe dam and weanling 
constituting one offering. 

Anecdote is twenty-one years old, and there was some hesitancy aliout bidding for her. 
Mr. Kilmer then announced that he had donated the mare and foal to the hospital here and 
bid $500 for her, which was advanced to $600 by Mrs. F. Ambrose Clerk. The $600 will be 
turned over to the Saratoga Hospital. ^

FORT ERIE. Ontario, .\ngust 10. — The Niagara 
Ra<ing Asso<-iatioii offers its patnais a splendid 
program for Ihe opening day of its second meet- 
ing at Fort Erie tomorrow. Quality is (piite no- 
ticeable in a nnnil>er of tiie races, and the card 
Is one of the most attractive ever given by tiie 
club. The bright particular feature is. of course, 
the added Dominion Handicap, a dash of 

a mile and a quarter, in whicli Sir Rarton, Tlie 
Porter, Pondage and King’s t'iiam|>ion are tiie 
overnlgiit acceptances. 'Tlie presence of t'ominaiider 
4. K. Jj. Ross’ great colt. Sir Harton. in the big 
race has added prestige to this isipular fixture of 
the Niagara Racing Association, and it is expected 
that tlie largest crowd in the history of tiie Fort 
Erie track will be present tomorrow. Sir Barton’s 
recent victory in the Saratoga Handicap, in which 
he established a new track record of 2:01% for 
a mile and a quarter, is still fresh in the minds 
of racegoers hereabouts and all are anxious to see 
tills mighty tlsiroughbred in action. 

The Buffalo Express Handicap will divide in- 
terest with tlie feature race. This race is a dash 
of three-quarters of a mile, and the best field 
of sprinters that has gone to tlie iiost on a Cana- 
dian course this .summer is carded to start. LioK 
d’Or in top weiglit at 132 iioiinds. Others in the 
race an> St. Quentin, Carmandale, Ticklish, Tlie 
Boy and St. Germain. 

The field in the two-year-old race includes By 
Jiininy. Ikey T., John S. Reardon and Baby Grand. 

A siieeial made up of twent.v box cars arrived 
from Hamilton yesterday. Tliese cars were routed 
buck and broiiglit down another liig consignment 
today. 

The minilier of rautuel macliines handling Cana- 
dian money has been doubled since the jirevious 
meeting and the total nuinlier of machines now 
in oiieration is sixty-five. There are eighty-five 
cashiers, and this is probably the largest force 
emplo.ved at any track in Canada. 

In tlie event of no more rain falling tlie track 
should he in good condition tomorrow. A force 
of men was at work on the truck all day and it 
was drying out fast. 

SIR BARTON IN WINDSOR STAKES. 

Carroll Shilling came up with tlie Commander 
4. K. D. Ross ii<4'ses from Saratoga. Guy Bedwell 
will lie here to saddle Sir Barton for the big race 
and wliile here he will de< ide whi-tlier Sir Barton 
sliail remain in Canada to fill his engagements at 
Windsor. He has lieen nominated in both the 
Windsor Jockey Club Handicap, a $10,000 stake, 
at a mile and an eighth, and the George Hendrie 
^lemorial Handicap, $7, .TIM) adiled. at a mile and 
a sixteenth. In the event cf Sir Barton remaining 
here, Dion d’Or and Baby Grand will also be sent 
over to Windsor, 

J. G. Bussey shipped the plater Tom .Saunders 
in the same car that brnight up tlie Ross horses 
from Saratoga. Biisse,v wiil add a couple of more 
racers to iiis string and campaign tiiein on the 
Canadian circuit. 

J. G. Wagnon will leave for Kentuck.v shortly 
to arrange for the sliiimieiir of the yearlings pur- 
chased b.v W. II. Rowe lo the track at Shreveiiort, 
Louisiana, where they will he broken and tried out. 
The plans are to send half a dojten of the young- 
sters to New Orleans, but the best of the band will 
remain at Shreveiiort until spring, when they will 
lie sliipiied to New York. 

Joi-key G. Walls came up from Saratoga witli 
the Pelican stable. 

Before leaving Hamilton. Harry Giddings dis- 
posed of the Canadian bred Benelier to George 
Elliott. The latter shipped the horse to the Cox 
training grounds on the Ilamilton-Toronto high- 
wa.v. where he will be schooled tlirougli the field 
with tlie idea of making a steepleeliaser out of 
him. Mr. Elliott plans to race Bencher at Ottawa. 
Blue Bonnets and Woodbine. He will also do his 
own riding. The Canadian breii Ostara lias liemi 
sent back to the Giddings f.irm at Oakville, where 
she will be turned out for the year. 

Jockey Cliiver was restored to fjisid standing by 
the stewards on the closing day at Hamilton and 
will resume riding at Fort Erie. 

Jockey T. .Nolan left for Saratoga this morning 
to join" tlie eastern divislm of Conimamler Ross’ 
stable. fJaiide will lx- here in the niorniiig and will 
ride Sir Barton in the .lig race.

Boniface, however, kept in close pursuit, 
and at the half-mile p<dnt drew almost level with 
the leader, but Naturalist again drew out. and 
when appmacliing the strefli turn seemed to have 
the race won. Boniface w,is not to he denied and 
he again challenged in stuldiorn style and slowl.v 
hut suiel.v wore Naturalist down to iiltimatel.v wiu 
drawing away. 

The hard rain, which came down with intensity, 
began at a tiiiii* when tlie lacegoers were making 
ready to journey to the couise and it resiilteil in 
man.v staying at home, '■aiising the jxxirest attend- 
ance of the meeting. There was a cessation of 
downpour after the second race, but the air con- 
tinued siiltr.v, with every prospect of more rain.

The steeiile- 
chase fell to the favorite, Minata. carrying Mrs.

Surf, the earl.v leader, came 
to grief after he had completed the first round 
of tlie field, but McCleary, liis rider, escaped in- 
jur.v.

At tile n'ceiit Sundown Park nieeting slie won tlie 
rich National Breeders’ Produce Stakes of S13.:lTiO 
net value to the winner. The crack colt Milesius 
was tlie favorite nml was eoiifidentl.v expected to 
win b.v liis stable eoniiections. tlioiigli liiirdeiied with 
131 poiimlK to ll(i on Poll.v Flinders. She Its! 

tlironglioiit ami won liy two lengths, wliereat fliere 
was great and genuine rejoicing, largely imeanse 
she is a daiigliter of tlie one-time idol of tlie liiig- 
lisji tiirf piiblio. Coneeriiiiig tlie race and its i>ar- 
ticlimnts. the Sporting ('lironiele said: 

“Close oliscrvers would liave noted Iiow well 
Poll.v Flinders sltniied against Milesius at Asgot. 
wlien slie was ruiiiiing an altogether different race 
to Saturday’s, and liere she was renewing hostilities 
witli 11 vast pull in tlie weights. Yet two-year- 
olds ean give weight at Saiidown more easily tlian 
at most other places — it is a far easier track than it 
lisiks — and Cottrill tlioiiglit tlio gray eolt to b" 
iliiite ten iiouuds better than wlien lie last apiK-ared 
in piilili)-. 

“Tlie latter lias fined down a little, tlie while 
showing midsummer fitness, and signs of lieing 
tlioroiighl.v well in liiinself were apparent by liis 
sedate appearance in the iiaddock and the life witli 
wlitcli lie strode to tlie iKist. Neitlier in iengtli of 
reacli nor evenness of action was ‘Poll.v’’ outrivaled 
li.v tlie eolt. however, and if a clear advantage 
pli.vsically rested with him to the extent tliat he is 
more strongl.v developed beliiiid the saddle, the 
other’s racy Imild and style spoke of tronlile in store 
for Milesius directly she got on tlie course. 

“Milesius made stime for liimself as soon as he 
reached tlie post, for lie would do an.vtliing for a 
time but set iiimself to attention, and his refusal 
to line up suffieienlly upset the filly wliicli was 
next to liim to inspire the idea that, the dispateli 
iiiiglit favor tlie belter belmved Oubliette, a sharp 
looking sort, wliieh was ([uite expected to run up 
to lier book form. 

ABOUT THE RACE. 

“The start found Poll.v Flinders a sliade tlie iiest 
prepared for it, but it was of lier own i|ulckness, 
too. at finding full stride that slie was sfxm well 
ahead of Milesius. As u matter of fact he never 
threatened. In turn lie had an earl.v advantage 
over Oubliette. |>ut lie gradually foil back and, after 
liaving tM-en iieaded b.v the Mantoii-traiiied fill.v, 
just a sidntter of an attempt to recover tlie elial- 
Icnger’s iKisition from lier, wliieli failed, was all 
tlie remaining interest lie laid in the race. Oubli- 
ette did at least get near enough to warrant Martin 
sliowing the whip to Polly Flinders, wliieli was 
shortening .stride in tlie last linndred and fifty 
yards, hut there was never an.v danger, nor is 
Oubliette likel.v to run tlie winner to a eoiip'.c of 
lengths again at Saturday’s weiglits. 

“As for Milesius he probald.v ran a stone below 
Ills best, lint at sneli la-st Ii*' lias no pretensions 
to give the winner twelve ikmiikIs more tlian weiglit- 
for-sex. We shall lie seeing him in a different 
liglit aiiotlier day. but I’oHy Flinders sliould make 
all tile improvement lie is likel.v to do tin: end 
of tile season, and it is pleasant to tliink tliat 
soinetliiiig lias eoine along at length to remind 
ns of an old favorite, altlioiigli yesterday’s winner 
may liavc inherited the speedy rather than the 
rolnist i|ualities wliieli made lier motlier famous. 

“Pr»*tty Polly was stout in addition to lieing ab- 
normally fast, and althougli when making what 
proved to b<' lier farewell iipiH’aranee, in the Ascot 
Cup. she suffered defeat, it was less the superior 
staiiiiiiu of Baeliior’s Button and more Iier own 
teiniHirary physical disability wliieli brmiglit about 
lier dowiifi'll. Tlie great mure xvas obvlousl.v out of 
.sorts, and for the only time in lier career did she 
show reliictaiiee to follow her faithful pony coin- 
Iianion on to the course.” i

TOM CANNON'S ADVICE TO RIDERS 

Every joeke.v and stable lad desirous of taking up 
tlie [irofessioii of race-ridjng should read tlie foliow- 
iiig <'omnients on liorsemanship by tlie eelelirated 
English rider Tom Caiiuon, and having read tliem 
eummit them to memory, as they are truths that 
were littered b.v a master of ids craft. 

“Tliat uiiforluiiate wliip,” said the famous jockey- 
trainer. “loses so many races for the boys, and 
more especially on young horses. No one knows 
what a minilier of two- year-olds are ruined by the 
whips and spurs the Iniys ard so fond of using. 

Besides flic fact tliat it is ertiel. it does no good at 
all. JU-e a two-year-old come out on to the course 
and go down to the post, listening and looking about 
liim. He ran last week, and he was hided, and he 
was out the day before yesterday. Here he is once 
more, and he knows lie’s got to run, and to be 

Iiided again. 'What’s the eonseiineuee? He’s too 
nervous to put out his full powers, and tlien when 
he goes back to tlie stable, timorous and trembling, 
lie won’t eat. and what's worse, he won’t drink, and i 
so he giH's off when lie’s never li.ad a clianee of : 
coming on. As 1 sit on my liglit saddle. I can feel 
their lieiirts agiiinst my legs, beat, lH‘ut, Is-at! 

blimp, biiiup, bump: Then if u careless or a clumsy 

Uiy is on them they get a bad start, after nil; out 
comes that blessed whip, and so they go whipping 
and bumping all over the place. Simrs, too, hard at 
if, though tliey don’t often touch the horse wliere 
tliey want to. They never give the poor things fair 



jilay. I nrike bold to s:ty tliat if you examined il 
linndred horses that I have ridden in races you 
won’t find a in:irk of the spur on three of them.’’ 
Referring to race riding geiier.illy. Tom Cannon 
said; “The wlioh- secret of the matter is this: 
races are not won entirely at the post. Y'oii’ve got 
to think of winning all tlie way from the start. 
Yon must nurse a liorse to get him home, don’t use 
your whip. He must jump into liis bridle, of course, 
and keep there, hut .vou don’t want your hands up 
with a short rein, punishing his mouth all the way. 
Yim iiinst nurse a horse to get him home; don’t use 
carry you the wliole course on his jaws. If yon 
can’t liold him with a gentle pull, try a gentler 
still; It’s just like front fishing — you have to be 
as delicate as yon can.’’ 

“Then comes tlie finish.’’ he say.s, “where so 
many races are thrown away. If you hit a liorse 
too ranch and too soon he will simply come back. 
He shrinks at the wliip--of course he does; he’s a 
great deal too sensible not to do so! A flash young 
rider flourishes it about in the air and frightens his 
liorse out of his stride before they have reached tlie 
distance. If you want to hit your horse, the whip 
should be drawn quietly, and never more than seven 
or eiglit strides from liome. Tlien the sudden .appli- 
eatioii causes liim to make a sudden effort, and the 
great thing is to see if one or two strokes will not 
do it in the last three strides. A liorse ean tell, 
too, when yon want him to make his final effort, 
end if he’s game and fit, nnd you are doing your 
best with him, he will go with you.” — Uurbau 
Latest.
